OF  NATIONAL  FAME 

Hon.  Phillips  Wliile,  Judge,  Congress- 
inan  and  Army  Officer 


(Probably  the  most  noted  of  all  the 
men  who  have  resided  in  South 
Hampton  from  a  national  point  of 
view  was  the  Hon.  Phillips  White 
who  was  a  citizen  for  many  years. 

Phillips  White  was  born  in  Haver- 
hill, Mass.,  October  28th,  1729.  His 
father  was  Wm.  White  a  clothier  and 
a  man  of  considerable  note.  He  is 
said  to  have  planted  the  first  Irish 
potatoes  in  this  part  of  the  country 
and  being  ignorant  of  the  way  to 
cook  them  found  them  rather  un- 
palatable. The  mother  -oT  the  future 
statesman  was  Sarah  Phillips  of 
Boston  of  a  family  that  furnished  the 
founders  of  the  Phillips  Andover  and 
Phillips  Exeter  academies  and  later 
on  gave  to  the  world  the  matchless 
silver  tongued  orator  Wendell  Phillips 
Phillips. 

The  great  preacher  Phillips  Brooks 
was  another  descendant  of  this  noted 
family  to  say  nothing  of  the  many 
others  who  have  been  foremost  in 
literature,  arts,  sciences,  legislat''^"' 
and  in  the  business  world. 


Phillips  received  his  education  at 
Harvard  College,  as  did  also  later 
his  son  of  the  same  name.  In  1748  he 
married  Ruth  Brown  of  Newbury- 
port,  settled  in  that  then  thriving 
commercial  town  and  engaged  in 
business  there.  He  was  however 
an  officer  in  the  French  and  Indian 
war  of  that  period  and  was  at  the 
scene  of  Braddock's  defeat  and  at 
Lake  George.  He  continued  to  live 
in  Newburyport  until  1765  when  he 
removed  to  South  Hampton  and  re- 
mained a  resident  of  that  town  until 
his  decease. 

He  was  the  father  of  13  children 
and  from  that  family  have  descended 
a  host.  One  Molly  who  married  a 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.  man  being  the 
mother  of  nineteen  children. 

Mr.  White  was  married  twice  his 
second  wife  being  the  widow  of  Dr. 
Dearborn  of  North  Hampton,  N.  H. 
a  woman  it  is  said  of  much  beauty. 
It  would  seem  that  he  lived  the  life 
of  a  country  gentleman  with  ample

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
3,500.00  for  the  Police  Dept. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Thirty  Seven  Hundred  and  eighty 
five  dollars  and  thirty  four  cents  [$3,785.34]  from  Highway  Subsidy 
monies  to  be  used  with  bridge  funds  to  repair  Capps  Bridge  or  to  be 
used  on  Hilldale  Ave.  near  Newton  Line  to  repair  road  near  cemetary. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  release  $3,277.51  from  Capps  Bridge 
fund  to  repair  bridge. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  support  the  South  Hampton 
Fire  Department  and  eliminate  the  contract  with  Amesbury,  as  the 
South  Hampton  Fire  Department  is  now  a  member  of  the  Interstate 
Mutual  Aid  System  by  petition  of  Victor  Nichols  and  43  others. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  1,000.00 
to  match  the  Federal  Grant  of  1,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
radio  equipment  by  petition  of  Victor  Nichols  and  43  others. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  Fire  Phone 
Network  Maintenance,  Training,  equipment  and  oil  for  the  Fire 
Department  by  petition  of  Victor  Nichols  and  43  others. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  maintain  a  section  of  road, 
known  as  Bugsmouth  Hill  Rd.;  said  section  of  road  running  southerly 
from  Chase  Road  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  property  of 
Herman  Linke. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  create,  establish  and  maintain  a 
Town  Mosquito  Control  District  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  437-A  of 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Laws.  Borders  of  of  the  District  shall  consist 
of  the  borders  of  the  town.

In  the  event  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Building 
Inspector  restrictions  are  not  being  met,  the  permit  shall  be  revoked 
by  the  Town  Selectmen.

AMEND  ARTICLE  III,  GENERAL  PROVISIONS,  SUB-SECTION  12,

SOUTH  HAMPTON  TOWN  REPORT 

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  4,1975 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton 
in  the  County  of  Rockingham,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs,  held  on  the  fourth  of  March,  1975  at 
the  South  Hampton  Town  Hall,  the  following  business  was 
transacted: 

The  Town  Warrant  was  read  by  Moderator,  Horace  Cressy  at  1:00 
p.m.  and  a  motion  was  made  to  Work  under  Art.  I  and  it  was  duly 
seconded.  The  remaining  articles  to  be  acted  upon  the  following  day 
at  seven  thirty  p.m.  A  total  of  313  votes  were  cast  out  of  396 
registered  voters.  Ballot  clerks  for  the  day  were  Eleanor  Batchelder, 
Shirley  Michaud,  Ella  Currier,  Ruth  Smith  and  Ruth  Early. 

ARTICLE  I 

Results  were:  Town  Officers  elected  as  follows:

Robert  W.  Eraser,  Auditor,  268  votes 

Philip  M.  Imbrescia,  Sr.,  Auditor,  204  votes

ARTICLE  II 

The  following  evening  on  March  5,  1975  the  remaining  articles  in  the 
warrant  were  acted  upon.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Horace 
Cressy,  Moderator.  Howard  Merrill,  Selectman  explained  article  and 
made  a  motion  to  appropriate  $16,925.  to  defray  town  charges. 
Wallace  Verge  seconded  the  motion  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  ill 

John  Santosuosso  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  that  $7,000. 
for  summer  maintenance  of  highways  be  accepted.  It  was  seconded 
and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IV 

John  Santosuosso  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  accept 
article  for  $196.48  for  improvement  of  Class  V  roads.  John  Stewart 
seconded  motion  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  V 

Walter  Ross  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  accept  $1,592  for 
the  Public  Library,  Seconded  by  Walter  Goldthwaite  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Jewell  Currier  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  $7,000.  for  winter 
maintenance  of  highways.  Seconded  by  Walter  Shivik  and  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Charles  Ducharme  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
any  real  estate  acquired  by  tax  collector's  deed;  any  sale  to  be  either 
by  private  sale  to  the  previous  owner,  or  public  auction  with 
selectmen  retaining  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids.  It  was  seconded 
by  Edward  Hess,  Jr.,  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

Jewell  Currier  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize 
selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  It  was  seconded  by 
Arthur  Gannett  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Tim  Hoyt  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  $3,500  for  the  use  of  the 
Newton  Dump.  It  was  seconded  by  Edward  Hess,  jr.  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative.  Mr.  Hoyt  mentioned  that  by  July  1976,  a  landfilled  dump 
will  be  a  must. 

ARTICLE  X 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  article  for  $200.  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  reconstruction  of  Capp's 
Bridge.  John  Stewart  seconded  the  motion  and  so  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Jewell  Currier  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  $1,000.  for  Town 
Hall  Maintenance.  It  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XII 

John  J.  Santosuosso  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  3,000  for 

support  of  the  Police  Dept.  It  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  in  the 

affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Wallace  Verge  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  $500.  for  the 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  the  local  planning  board.  It  was 
seconded  by  Joseph  Lamoureux  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

Charles  Spear  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  200.  for  use  of  the 
Conservation  Commission.  It  was  duly  seconded  by  Vincent  Early  and 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XV 

Norman  Felch  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  see  whether 
the  town  will  vote  to  join  the  Strafford  Rockingham  Regional  Council

and  authorize  the  town's  representation  to  the  Southeastern  N.H. 
Regional  Planning  Commission  to  act  as  delegates  to  that  council; 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  338.80  for  this  purpose.  It  was 
seconded  by  Jane  Amsler  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

Howard  Merrill  explained  article  and  read  a  letter  from  the  Seacoast 
Regional  Counseling  Center  asking  for  a  $200  increase  from  300.  to 
500.  Mr.  Merrill  recommended  $300.  as  stated  in  the  article  for  the 
support  of  this  center.  Seconded  by  Priscilla  Spear  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 
ARTICLE  XVII 

Vincent  Early  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  for  $300.  for 
recreational  purposes.  Seconded  by  John  Stewart  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVlli 

Charles  I.  Harlow,  Tax  Collector  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  that 
the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  three  year  term  [41:2a]  for  the  office  of 
Tax  Collector.  It  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XIX 

John  Santosuosso  explained  article  on  Highway  Subsidy  monies  and 
made  a  motion  to  accept  3,400.73  from  these  monies  for  use  of 
Highland  Road  and  approach.  Seconded  by  John  Stewart  and  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XX 

The  amount  of  2,537.88  from  Capp's  Bridge  Fund  to  repair  decking 
and  sills  was  brought  forth  to  see  if  the  town  would  release  this  sum. 
After  much  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  by  Vincent  Early  to  see  if 
the  town  will  agree  to  release  the  monies  held  in  the  bridge  trust  for 
emergency  purposes.  It  was  seconded  and  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  XXI 

A  motion  was  made  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.  to  construct  and  maintain  water-holes. 
It  was  seconded  by  Norman  Felch  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  XXII 

William  Amsler  of  the  Finance  Comm.  spoke  on  the  Article  and  why 
the  committee  acted  as  they  did  in  recommending  the  same:  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the 
following  priority  purposes  and  in  the  amounts  indicated  or  take  any 
other  action  hereon:

Summer  Highway  Maintenance         3,500.00 
Winter  Highway  Maintenance  3,500.00

Michael  Santosuosso  made  a  motion  to  take  up  the  article  after 
Article  XXVlll,  seconded  by  Aaron  Pratt.  Motion  was  lost  by  secret 
ballot  -  Yes,  37,  No,  51.  Article  XXil  was  carried.  No.  32  and  Yes  54. 

ARTICLE  XXIM 

William  Brunet  explained  that  by  1980  all  towns  must  have  a  Town 
Map.  Howard  Merrill  made  a  motion  to  accept  article  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund 
and  Make  available  to  the  Selectmenthe  sum  of  $1,000.  to  go  into  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  a  Tax  Map.  It  was  seconded 
by  Walter  Goldthwaite  and  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  XXIV 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds,  $2,200.  to  purchase  needed  equipment  to  install  fire  horns. 
This  article  was  amended  as  read,  this  money  to  be  used  for  needed 
equipment  and  maintaining  the  fire  department,  seconded  by  Alan 
Philcrantz  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XXV 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds,  $1,000.  for  the  purchase  of  two  air  masks  and  equipment. 
Robert  Campbell  made  a  motion  to  reject  this  article.  It  was  so 
seconded  and  voted  to  reject  the  article. 
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ARTICLE  XXVI 

To  see  If  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds,  2,489.91  to  create  a  safe  recreational  and  playground  area  on 
the  so  called  Buxton  Property  adjacent  to  the  Barnard  School.  The 
said  area  is  to  be  available  for  school  use.  Michael  Santosuosso  made 
a  motion  to  accept  article  and  it  was  seconded  by  Robert  Nelson.  Mr. 
Nelson  then  suggested  to  strike  out  Revenue  Sharing  and  raise  money 
from  general  tax  fund,  seconded,  defeated  and  article  lost  on  first 
motion. 

ARTICLE  XXVII 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds  the  sum  of  $3,500.  to  be  used  toward  the  completion  of  the 
all-purpose  court,  and  maintenance  of  town  recreation  property.  This 
work  to  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Town  Recreation 
Commission.  Vincent  Early  made  a  motion  to  accept  article, 
seconded  by  Walter  Hill.  Walter  Shivik  amended  to  delete  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  and  read  as  is.  Seconded  by  Elliot  Andrews.  So  voted. 
Aaron  Pratt  made  a  motion  to  reduce  the  $3,500  to  $2,000.  Seconded, 
so  voted.  Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XXVIII 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds,  2,000.  to  be  used  by  the  Police  Dept.  for  expenses  and 
mileage.  An  amendment  was  made  to  delete  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
and  amendment  was  carried.  Yes,  15  and  No,  8.  A  motion  was  made 
to  read  as  adopted  and  it  was  seconded  by  Lawrence  Zagranis.  The 
motion  was  lost  and  article  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XXIX 

Walter  Goldthwaite  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  so 
seconded  and  voted.  Meeting  adjourned  at  12:15  a.m.

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SOUTH  HAMPTON  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 
For  year  ending  1975 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  report  the  progress  of  town  library  for 
1975. 

This  year  we  become  one  of  the  fourteen  state  wide  libraries  to 
share  in$  8,500.00  from  the  Federal  Government.  AESOP,  as  it  was 
called  was  a  one  year  project  from  the  government  to  establish 
audio-visual  centers  with  materials  and  programs  for  children.  Our 
center  is  in  the  Hampton  Library  and  may  be  used  at  any  time. 

We  have  received  the  following  hardware  from  this  program: 

4  Singer  instructors  [automatic  filmstrip  cassette  projectors] 
1  Singer,  Model  115A  [16  mm.  projector] 

1  Ektagraphic  visual  maker

Our  librarian,  with  Mrs.  Merrill  and  Mrs.  Morse  visited  the  state 
library  in  Exeter  for  the  fall  review  of  current  children's  books.  We 
purchased  many  for  thechildren's  sectionof  the  library.  Our  librarian, 
Mrs.  McCarthy  has  rearranged  the  children's  books  in  their  own  area 
and  classified  them  with  stickers  that  show  the  type  of  book.  This 
makes  it  easier  for  the  young  children  to  find  a  specific  book. 

During  the  summer  our  librarian  was  pleased  to  receive  a  group 
with  their  librarian  from  the  Hampton  Falls  library.  They  visited  to 
inspect  her  method  of  cataloguing  our  town  histories. 

On  March  7  1975,  the  will  from  the  William  Crosby  estate  was 
settled  by  Perkins,  Holland,  Donovan  and  Beckett.  In  April  we 
received  a  check  of  4,764.10  from  the  estate.  This  money  is  to  be 
used  for  the  erection  of  a  new  library,  purchase  of  an  existing 
building,  renovation  of  a  building  or  purchase  of  land  for  the  erection 
of  a  library.  According  to  the  will  it  is  to  be  known  as  the  William  N. 
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Crosby  Library  Building  Fund.  It  may  be  added  to  by  the  town  or  by 
individual  donations.  All  interest  or  dividends  that  accrue  shall 
remain  in  the  fund.  The  wording  of  said  document  and  the  check 
were  turned  over  to  the  selectmen  on  April  7,  1975. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  circulation  of  books,  records  and 
magazines  has  risen  again  this  year.  In  1974  the  circulation  was  5435. 
This  year  [1975]  the  circulation  has  been  6416.  In  1975  we  also  had 
two  more  volumes  of  old  town  reports  bound.  We  now  have  7 
matching  volumes  containing  years  1864  to  1971. 

Mrs.  Merrill  and  Mrs.  Morse  attended  the  New  England  Library 
Trustees  Annual  Meeting  at  the  Wentworth  hotel  during  the  fall.  Mrs. 
Morse  is  also  the  representative  for  the  Regional  Library  Trustee's 
Association,  and  has  attended  these  meetings. 

We  are  indepted  to  the  selectmen  for  the  installation  of  6 
aluminum  windows  and  insulation  in  the  entire  ceiling  of  the  town 
hall.  This  has  resulted  in  a  heat  saving  for  the  entire  building. 

Our  treasurer,  Mr.  Walter  Ross  will  give  a  detailed  account  of  our 
financial  standing  in  a  separate  report. 

May  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  to 
the  Selectmen  and  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  our  work  during 
this  year.

Again,  as  in  the  past,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  worked  along  with 
us  this  past  year  We  have  had  a  very  busy  year,  with  many  varied 
calls  from  house  breaks,  major  fires,  our  share  of  automobile 
accidents,  burned  and  abandoned  cars,  to  domestic  calls,  plus  Traffic 
Duty  and  Radar  Traffic  Control.  We  have  given  free  time  to  Town 
Organizations  plus  opening  day  of  School,  Graduation,  and  also 
Fourth  of  July  Day. 

This  past  year  in  meeting  with  the  Crime  Commissioner,  I  put  in  for  a 
portable  radio  [$1,113.00  of  which  our  share  will  be  50.00  or  100.00 
This  unit  has  been  received  and  is  at  present  time  being  checked  out 
by  Lloyd  Currier  and  should  be  in  service  by  the  middle  of  February. 
This  unit  is  set  up  to  match  our  car  radios,  which  were  allocated  to  us 
through  the  Crime  Commissioner  with  Federal  Monies,  at  no  cost  to 
the  Town. 

This  past  year  I  have  answered  many  varied  calls,  consisting  of  the 
following:  63  Domestic  complaints,  responded  to  12  Fires,  4  Breaks,  4 
Vandalism  cases,  14Automobile  Accidents,  5  Burned  Cars,  6  Stolen 
Cars,  1  D.W.I,  case,  8  Criminal  cases,  6  Abandoned  Cars,  2  Hit  and 
Run  Cases,  5  Mutual  Aid  Calls  from  Neighboring  Towns,  Served  17 
Summons,  Checked  17  Cars  for  titles.  Numbers  for  Registration, 
Issued  16  tags  for  Motor  Vehicle  Violations,  6  stop  sign  violations, 
issued  35  Citations,  2  Cars  Towed  [Unfit  for  Driving  Citations  issued], 
5  Court  cases,  1  D.W.I.  Case-Driver  arrested  -  loss  of  license  for  90 
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days,  1  D.W.I.  -  arrested  -  case  appealed,  still  pending,  1  Bad  Check 
Arrest,  2  Runaway  Children,  and  4  Speeding  Tags  issued. 

Have  driven  my  own  vehicle  over  8,000  miles,  put  in  over  1,100  man 
hours  answering  calls,  leg  work,  investigating  fires,  accidents, 
complaints,  and  Mutual  Aid,  also  patrolling  and  checking  around  the 
Town,  both  day  and  nights  and  as  always  free  time  to  all  town  affairs. 
Officer  Zagranis  has  put  in  over  570  hours,  patroling,  driven  over 
6,000  miles,  has  issued  following  citations:  Speeding  cases-8,  D.W.I.  - 
2,  Stop  Sign  violations  -  3,  Non-Inspection  -  2,  Hit  and  Run  cases-2. 
Bad  Check  Arrest-1,  Assault  Arrests-4  [all  of  which  were  Court  Cases], 
Covered  10  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  4  Domestic  Complaints,  3 
breaks.  Covered  4  Fires,  4  Stolen  Vehicle  Cases  4  Assault  Arrests. 

Officer  Zagranis  has  assisted  me  on  many  cases  and  has  put  in  a  lot  of 
extra  time  on  the  cases  that  we  have  had.  He  has  followed  up  leads  on 
breaks  and  fires. ..Total  time  -  800  hrs. 

We  have  both  put  in  a  number  of  hours  through-out  the  year,  not  only 
for  the  Town  and  welfare  of  the  Town's  people  but  in  keeping  with 
the  ever  changing  times  we  have  attended  Law  Enforcement 
Meetings  all  over  the  State.  We  have  also  attended  meetings  held  in 
Concord,  N.H.,  which  are  time  consuming  and  we  have  to  pick  up  the 
tab  ourselves.  We  maintain  and  pay  our  own  repair  bills  on  our  cars, 
we  pay  our  own  expenses  whenever  we  go  to  a  meeting  and  if  you 
add  up  the  time  that  is  spent  on  some  of  the  cases  we  are  on  we 
would  need  double  amount  of  money  to  run  the  Department. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  the  sum  of  3,500.00  to  run  the  Police 
Department.

13  calls  in  town  were  handled  by  our  department  alone,  at  a 
savings  of  $2,600.00  to  our  town.  11  of  these  calls  were  responded  to 
by  Amesbury,  at  a  total  of  $2,200.00  [$500.00  is  abated]  8  of  these 
town  calls  were  assisted  under  Interstate  Mutual  Aid  by  Kensington, 
East  Kingston,  Kingston,  Newton,  and  Salisbury,  Mass.  at  no  charge  to 
the  town.  With  combined  efforts  of  all  of  the  towns  working  together, 
the  damages  were  kept  to  a  minimum.  Thanks  should  go  to  all 
involved. 

This  year  with  the  help  of  the  fire  and  police  departments  along 
with  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office  and  The  Sheriff's  Department,  we 
were  able  to  solve  2  cases  of  arson.  Many  hours  were  involved  in 
these  investigations.  Three  arrests  were  made  and  the  cases  will  be 
going  to  Superior  Court  in  the  future. 

Five  oil  burner  permits  and  50  burning  permits  were  issued  this 
past  year.  Several  fire  drills  were  held  at  the  Barnard  School  in  which 
all  of  the  children  were  out  of  the  building  in  a  minimum  amount  of 
time. 
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This  past  year  we  were  able  to  have  our  own  fire  phone  network 
installed  by  New  England  Telephone.  Our  number  is  394-7511.  Dial 
this  number  in  case  of  a  fire  or  emergency. 

We  now  have  a  base  station  radio  that  enables  us  to  communicate 
directly  with  all  of  the  towns  in  our  Interstate  Mutual  Aid  system  and 
with  towns  in  Massachusetts.  This  is  installed  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Firemen's  Association  and  the  Women's  Auxiliary  purchased 
a  radio  for  our  tank  truck,  which  enables  us  to  communicate  with  all 
of  the  towns  directly  from  the  truck.  Our  town  was  issued  the  call 
letters  K  Z  F  -  205  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  to 
operate  on  Frequencies  -- 154.145  and  154.190.  Lloyd  Currier  assisted 
the  department  in  acquiring  most  of  this  equipment.

DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWNS 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils, 
the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and 
several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every  three 
years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force 
of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs 
in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden 
must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m., 
unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state 
district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the 
forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's 
permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Service, 
assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements  by  training 
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the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making 
hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost, 
supplying  pieces  of  Federal  Excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack 
vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire 
suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire 
prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for 
distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire 
Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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SOUTH  HAMPTON  DISPOSAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Disposal  Committee  of  South  Hampton  would  like  to  report 
on  this  years  progress  on  the  Dump  situation. 

Over  the  past  year  the  Dump  Committee  has  held  correspondence 
with  area  towns  and  private  concerns,  for  possible  alternative  sources 
for  Rubbish  disposal.  The  types  of  rubbish  disposal  which  have  been 
researched  are  as  follows: 

1.  Individual  rubbish  pick  up,  or  a  central  rubbish  collection  point 
with  containers  to  be  maintained  weekly,  by  a  private  concern. 

2.  Sanitary  landfill  dump  with  adjacent  town  [s]  or  private 
contractors. 

3.  Incinerators  and  recycling  plains  have  been  looked  into,  and  the 
feeling  of  the  committee  is  that  they  are  not  appropriate  for  the  size 
of  the  town  of  South  Hampton. 

Upon  receiving  the  following  letter  from  the  Newton  Selectmen 
on  Jan.  29, 1976,  this  committee  feels  the  town  must  reach  a  definate 
committment  for  rubbish  disposal  during  this  year.

On  February  19th.  the  Newton  Selectmen  will  have  a    hearing 
with  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Cormiission  on  our  dump  problem.

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TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  SOUTH  HAMPTON: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  the  South  Hampton 
School  District. 

In  my  report  for  1974  I  expressed  the  hope  that  we  would  return  to 
a  more  normal  economic  situation.  Such  has  not  been  the  case. 
Inflation  creates  problems  in  purchasing  for  the  District  and  also  in 
reimbursing  District  employees  who  are  faced  with  increased  living 
costs.  It  may  well  be  that  normalcy  is  a  continued  spiraling  of  costs. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  and  to  increase  staff  effectiveness  an 
instrument  for  evaluating  classroom  teachers  has  been  developed  by 
local  and  union  administrators.  As  of  this  writing  this  is  in  the  hands 
of  all  school  board  and  certificated  staff  members  for  their  reaction. 
It  is  my  intention  to  present  a  plan  to  the  combined  school  boards  of 
Supervisory  Union  #21  before  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  to  be 
effective  as  policy  in  September  of  1976. 

The  Supervisory  Union  Staff  Development  Plan  has  been 
accepted  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  is  in  the  process 
of  being  implemented.  The  concept  has  been  developed  at  the  State 
level  with  the  intent  of  improving  instruction  locally  by  giving  the 
local  school  superintendent  more  authority  in  the  periodic 
recertification  of  staff  members.  We  still  have  a  long  way  to  go  to 
make  the  Plan   functional. 

Changes  in  state  special  education  laws  have  necessitated  that  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  spend  almost  all  of  his  time  in  that  area.  The 
major  responsibility  has  now  been  returned  to  the  districtsand  as  of 
December  of  this  year  Dr.  Anderson  will  be  involved  in  what  he  was 
hired  for  --  curriculum  analysis  and  development. 

We  were  fortunate  in  that  South  Hampton  high  school  students 
are  at  the  present  time  able  to  continue  their  education  without 
disruption.  Your  School  Board  and  my  office  continue  our  efforts  to 
develop  a  permanent  solution  to  the  problem  of  high  school 
attendance. 

Ever  since  I  was  in  high  school  in  the  late  40's  I  have  heard  that 
the  public  schools  of  America   have  failed   us.    It  went  from   the 
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capabilities  of  recruits  and  inductees  in  World  War  II  to  Sputnik  and 
now  to  the  economy.  The  answer  in  these  past  twenty-five  years  has 
been  "return  to  the  R's"  and  more  "discipline." 

It  is  my  experience  that  we  have  never  left  the  "three  R's"  and 
actually  our  youngsters  are  doing  better  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmatic  than  ever  before.  They  are  doing  this  with  better  trained 
classroom  teachers  and  better  materials  while  at  the  same  time  facing 
increasing  pupil  population  requiring  expanded  curriculum  offerings 
to  meet  new  needs. 

Discipline  has  changed  as  society  has  changed.  The  Schools  have 
had  to  cope  with  more  permissiveness  at  home,  different  laws  and 
court  rulings,  less  stringent  requirements  to  get  into  college.  Values 
are  rapidly  changing  in  our  society  as  a  whole  and  in  our  families  in 
particular.  Many  of  the  conflicts  manifested  by  our  children  through 
their  actions  at  school  and  at  home  are  the  result  of  these  value 
changes.  Together,  parents  and  teachers  may  help  each  other 
understand  these  changes  in  order  to  allow  progress  to  go  on 
intelligently.  This  can  only  happen  if  there  is  a  continuing  dialogue 
between  them. 

The  following  are  enrollment  figures  for  all  schools  in  Supervisory 
Union  #21  as  of  December  31,  1975  and  numbers  of  certificated  and 
non-certificated  staff  members  in  the  Union. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  use  the  five 
hundred  dollar  contingency  fund  voted  for  1974-75. 

The  task  of  formally  educating  your  children  is  shared  by  you,  the 
South  Hampton  School  Board  members,  the  staff  at  your  school,  and 
personnel  at  the  Supervisory  Union  #21  office.  I  thank  all  for  their 
efforts  and  assure  you  the  job  is  being  well  done.

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COPY  OF  MINUTES 
March  18,  1975. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  South  Hampton  School  District  was 
called  to  order  at  8:00  p.m.  by  Moderator  Horace  Cressy.  The  warrant 
now  attached  to  page  208  was  read. 

The  moderator  asked  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or  his 
associates  be  allowed  to  speak  if  called  upon.  All  those  present  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  I 

Chairman  Thomas  Harlow  spoke  on  the  tuition  figures  to  send 
high  school  pupils  to  Amesbury  High  [$1428  per  student]  and 
Timberlane  at  [$1246  per  student]  these  figures  do  not  include 
busing.  After  much  discussion  by  the  townspeople  of  the  pros  and 
cons,  Michael  Santosuosso  made  the  motion,  ''to  increase  item 
1478.1  by  $18,492  to  cover  cost  of  tuition  to  Amesbury  High".  Charles 
Spear  seconded,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Thomas  Harlow  made  the  motion,  "to  accept  the  amount  of 
$222,966  to  appropriate  and  raise  for  the  support  of  the  schools  etc." 
seconded  by  Vincent  Early. 

As  the  budget  was  explained,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  speech 
therapist  had  been  cut  by  the  budget  committee.  Mr.  Robert  Nelson 
made  the  motion,  "  to  reinstate  into  the  budget  under  #235,  $900  for 
the  speech  therepist".  Seconded  by  Carole  McCarthy,  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Mrs.  McCarthy  suggested  deleting  account  #  220.02  and  have 
the  children  use  the  library  copies.  Mr.  Marinos  stated  many  of  the 
magazines  are  used  in  the  classroom  when  the  library  is  not  open,  but 
he  and  the  librarian  would  work  something  out. 

The  next  item  in  the  budget  that  was  questioned  was  an  activities 
bus  for  the  Barnard  School  pupils.  John  Stewart  made  the  motion, 
''That  the  $500.00  for  account  #  535.03  be  eliminated  from  the 
proposed  budget",  second  by  Nancy  Levesque,  motion  lost. 

Article  I  was  then  voted  in  the  affirmative  as  amended  in  the 
amount  of  $222,966.00. 
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ARTICLE  II 

Mr.  Thomas  Harlow  moved  to  accept  this  article  as  written, 
seconded  by  JoAnn  Hill,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  III 

David  Schmidt  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as  read, 
seconded  by  Ted  Morse.  Mr.  John  Stewart  asked  about  someone 
buying  the  Buxton  buildings.  Mr.  Harlow  stated  that  no  one  has  come 
forward.  The  ads  placed  in  the  paper  brought  no  response  and  there 
have  been  no  concrete  offers  to  get  rid  of  them.  After  much 
discussion,  Mr.  Vincent  Early  made  a  motion,  to  amend  this  Article 
"to  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  resell  the  Buxton  property,  so  called, 
and  to  take  such  monies  received  in  sale  and  put  it  towards  the 
development  of  a  school  on  the  property  given  to  the  school  district 
by  Albert  Gray."  seconded  by  John  Stewart,  amendment  lost;  Article 
3  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  IV 

Ted  Morse  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as  read,  seconded 
by  David  Schmidt. 

Michael  Santosuosso  made  the  motion,  "that  the  School  Board 
appoint  at  least  five  town  residents  to  aid  them  in  the  following  year 
to  form  a  plan  for  future  school  needs  both  at  elementary  and  high 
school  levels".  Robert  Nelson  seconded.  After  further  discussion, 
Priscilla  Schmidt  made  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Santosuosso's  motion,^ 
"to  abolish  the  previous  School  Needs  Committee  and  have  the 
school  board  appoint  a  new  School  Needs  Committee  for  the  coming 
year".  Vincent  Early  seconded.  Article  four  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

With  no  other  business  to  attend  to,  the  meeting  adjourned  at 
10:00  p.m.  seconded  by  Edward  Hess. 

Newly  elected  school  board  member  Bernard  Stebbins  was  sworn 
in  by  the  Moderator  at  the  close  of  the  meeting.

He  was  an  ardent  patriot  and  was 
:;hosen  a  meijiiber  of  .the  first  coLonial 
legislature  of  New  Hampshire  and 
then  was  selected  to  represent  the 
colony  in   the   Continental   Congress. 

It  seems  almost  incredible  in  this 
age  when  a  member  of  congress 
can  enter  his  power  car  at  night  fall 
and  be  in  his  seat  in  Washington  the 
next  morning  to  picture  this  patriot 
as  he  mounted  his  stead  in  front  of 
his  residence  here  and  started  on  the 
equestrian  journey  to  Philadelphia 
where  congress  was  then  established. 
It  would  s^em  thai.  Mr.  White  was  of 
a  retiring  and  modest  nature  as  we 
cannot  learn  of  many  displays  of 
oratory  or  other  methods  to  draw  at- 
tention to  himself,  no  doubt  a  good 
faithful  official.  Mr.  White  also  held 
other  important  places  and  in  1790 
declined  the  speakership  of  the  New 
Hampshire  House  of  Representatives. 
He  was  for  many  years  Judge  of 
Probate  for  Rockingham  County  when 
that  county  extended  from  the  ocean 
to  the  Canada  line  and  it  is  by  this 
"Judge  White"  that  he  was  addressed 
by  his  townsmen  and  others. 

He  died  at  his  home  June  2-8,  1810 


at  the  age  of  81  years  his  burial  place 
in  the  neglected  and  uncared  for  old 
cemetery  is  marked  by  a  plain  grey 
slab  on  which  is  inscribed:  "Hon. 
Phillips  White  Esq."  with  date  of 
death  and  age:  no  other  inscription 
which  seems  in  keeping  with  his 
modest  methods  of  life.  It  has  al- 
ways seemed  to  the  writer  that  the 
Hon.  Phillips  W,hite  has  received  but 
scant  notice  from  the  historians  and 
writers  of  the  Revolutionary  period. 
But  as  before  mentioned'  it  would 
seem  from  all  accounts  that  come  *^o 
us  of  him  that  he  was  a  man  of  re- 
served habits  and  hut  little  given  to 
self  seeking.  There  is  so  far  as  the 
writer  can  learn  no  portrait  of  him 
extant  but  he  is  described  as  a  man 
of  fine  presence  and  lofty  stature  and 
held  in  body  and  lineaments  quite  .i. 
resemblance  to  Gen.  Washington. 
His  religious  tenets  were  of  the  Con 
gregational  persuasion:  his  political 
leanings  are  not  known  but  from 
the  general  trend  of  his  life  it  would 
?eem  that  perhaps  he  was  inclined 
to  the  federalist  view  although  his 
immediate  descendants  in  this 
vicinity  were  followers  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  Tnomas  Jeiferson.  However 
the  fact  of  his  devotions  to  the  caus; 
of  the  Revolution  and  his  eminent 
services  to  the  state  in  the  critical 
period  of  the  formation  of  the  past 
Rcvolutionarv  period  government  en- 
tiiiH  him  to  our  highest  regard  aad 
gr^iiude.  — s.
